2.  The  gathering  of  the  smaller  girls  at  weekly  afternoon 
meetings,  where  mady  beneficial  instructions  and  industries 
have  been  happily  blended  by  some  faithful  teachers. 

3  The  joining  by  a  majority  of  the  boys  over  fourteen 
years  of  age  of  the  company  of  '*  Knights  of  Temperance," 
elsewhere  alluded  to. 

For  much  faithful  and  kindly  service  rendered  by  many 
devoted  teachers,  the  Superintendent  expresses  great  ap 
preciation,  and,  in  so  far  as  it  becomes  him  officially,  deep 
gratitude.

Report  of  work  done  in  the  parish. 

The  number  of  ladies  interested  have  performed  their 
duties  most  faithfully  during  the  past  season;  but  the  num- 
ber has  been  small,  and  it  will  be  necessary  for  the  workers 
to  increase  if  the  work  is  to  be  kept  up. 

From  November  until  April  forty-five  women  have  been 
provided  with  employment  through  permits,  seven  of 
which  were  special. 

Paid  women  for  work,  $340 

During  the  season  the  ladies,  with  the  help  of  a  paid 
cutter  and  permit  cutter,  have  prepared  1,008  garments, 
and  used  1,935  yards  of  material 

933  garments  have  been  distributed  during  the  winter. 

The  Report  of  the  Treasurer  gives  the  financial  details 
of  the  year's  work. 

The  Society  acknowledges  most  gratefully  the  generous 
aid  received  in  money  and  materials  from  all  those  inter, 
ested  in  this  good  work.  An  earnest  appeal  is  made,  how  - 
ever, for  additional  help  during  the  coming  season. 

Since  our  last  meeting  in  the  Spring,  the  Society  has  sus- 
tained a  great  loss  in  the  death  of  our  late  President  and 
friend,  Mrs.  Hamilton  Fish.  All  who  have  been  associated 
with  her  during  the  many  years  she  has  worked  so  earn- 
estly for  this  Society,  will  miss  most  sadly  her  genial 
presence  and  the  cordial  interest  she  ever  showed  in  all 
branches  of  our  church  work;  but  her  example  lives  after 
her,  and  may  help  us  to  follow  in  her  footsteps.

REPORT  OF  THE  MINISTER  IN  CHARGE  OF  THE 
MEMORIAL  CHAPEL. 

This  report  covers  the  time  since  Easter,  1887,  when  I 
took  charge  of  the  new  chapel,  to  the  present,  exclusive 
of  four  months,  from  September  to  January,  of  enforced 
absence. 

CHURCH    WORK.  > 

Services  have  been  held  at  11  a.  m.  and  7:45  p.  m.,  Sun 
days  and  8  P.  m.  Fridays.  Throughout  the  year  the  at- 
tendance is  far  from  being  satisfactory,  and  much  remains 
to  be  done,  chiefly  in  the  way  of  bringing  the  men  in. 
Various  means  are  being  used  to  extend  our  influecce  of  the 
chapel  and  make  it  a  religious  centre,  which  is  the  objective 
point  of  all  our  work. 

By  means  of  the  Sunday  School,  and  Bible-classes,  the 
Day  School  and  Kindevgarden.  efforts  are  made  to  make 
Christian  men  and  women  out  of  the  boys  and  girls  and  to 
bring  them  out  of  the  Sunday  School  into  the  Church- 
There  were  29  candidates  confirmed  last  spring. 

House  to  house  visitation  is  another  most  important 
means.  I  have  made  about  700  visits;  our  visitor,  Miss 
Simonson,  has  made  many  more,  and  now  several  ladies 
have  volunteered  to  do  more  or  less  of  this  very  necessary 
work. 

Another  means  to  the  same  end  are  the  various  societies 
and  associations  which  meet  every  da}'  at  the  Mission,  the 
meetings  for  Mothers  and  other  women,  the  Girls'  Friendly 
Society,  two  Literary  Societies,  two  Boys'  clubs  and  the  > 
Library.  These  are  so  many  means  of  exercising  personal 
and  religious  influences.  These  are  more  immediately 
under  my  own  charge:  a  new  select  library  from  which  1 
give  out  books  twice  a  week,  a  Boys'  Club  which  meet 
twice  a  week  and  an  older  Boys'  Club  which  also  will 
meet  twice  a  week;  in  both  of  these  clubs,  physical  exer- 
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cises  are  used  as  a  means  of  training.  Such  experience  as  I 
have  had  convinces  me  that  this  is  a  most  ufeful  means  of 
influencing  boys,  both  physically  and  spiritually.  These 
Roys'  Clubs  are  well  attended  and  much  appreciated- 
Now  by  the  help  of  two  additional  workers  which  we  now 
have,  Mr.  Alden  L.  Bennett  and  Mr.  Walter  R.  Breed, 
both  of  the  Gen.  Theo.  Seminary,  much  more  can  he 
accomplish  than  formerly. 

BENEVOLENT  WORK. 
Efforts  have  been  made  to  systematise  t  he  benevolent  work 
and,  with  the  efficient  help  of  our  visitor,  Miss  Simonson, 
full  records  are  being  made  out  of  all  receipts  of  relief  and 
of  all  help,  of  every  kind,  given.  I  have  received  $209. '-2:> 
in  cash,  $100  of  which  was  given  by  a  personal  friend. 
217.10  have  been  spent,  the  smaller  part,  for  alms  and 
charity,  the  larger  part,  for  purposes  in  various  ways  con 
nected  with  the  Chapel  work,  such  as  books  for  the 
Library,  printed  cards,  Prayer  Books  and  Bibles,  etc.  A 
record  of  the  clothes  distributed  will  be  found  elsewhere, 
also  an  account  of  the  expenditures  for  the  Spingler  Sum- 
mer Home.  The  sum  of  $223. G5  part  of  the  proceeds  of 
the  Fair  was  used  to  send  81  children  and  7  grown  per- 
sons into  the  country  to  board  with  farmers.  The  results 
of  this  charity,  in  which  we  were  assisted  witli  money 
from  the  Tribune  Fresh  Air  Fund,  were  exceeding  satis 
factory.

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PARISH  ASSOCIATION. 


The  Parish  Association  has  entered  upon  another  year 
of  work,  and  looks  forward  to  greater  success,  encouraged 
by  the  many  promises  of  increased  cooperation.  The  day 
school  has  received  the  usual  attention  from  the  ladies  of 
the  parish,  having  besn  visited  frequently  Clothes  and 
shoes  have  been  distributed  to  the  needy.  A  May  festival 
gladdened  the  little  ones  with  its  bright  flowers  and  prizes. 
The  Girls'  Friendly  Society  has  been  an  active  branch 
of  (his  Association,  elevating  and  training  }Toung  women 
morally  and  socially,  and  in  various  branches  of  industry 
and  usefulness.    The  committee  on  the  care  of  the  sick

aged  and  infirm  have  given  much  care  and  money  to  the 
many  deinxnds  upon  them.  Dr.  Balken  has  worked? unre- 
mittingly among  the  sick  poor  of  the  parish.  Medicines 
have  been  furnished  free  to  those  unable  to  pay.  Ladies  of 
this  committee  have  frequently  visited  the  sick  and  aged, 
have  brightened  the  poor  homes  with  their  presence,  and 
manifested  sympathy.  The  parish  visitor  has  adminis- 
tered to  the  necessities  of  the  sick  and  unfortunate 

A  fair  given  by  the  Girls'  Friendly  Society  provided 
means  for  sending  girls  and  boys  into  the  country  during 
August.    The  closets  have  been  kept  well  filled  by  con- 
stant donations  of  clothes,  for  which  the  com  mittee  are  truly 
thankful . 

The  Mothers'  Meetings  were  held  from  November  1st  to 
May  1st,  with  the  usual  success.  During  the  season  there 
was  $101.97  worth  of  materials  bought  by  the  women,  all 
of  which  was  paid  for  either  wholly  or  in  installments. 
The  bank  account  was  continued,  and  deposits  from  five 
cents  upward  were  received.  While  the  mothers  sew 
they  are  entertained  by  music  or  a  story  read  aloud.  The 
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two  hours  thus  spent  together  does  something  toward 
lifting  tired  women  out  of  the  monotony  and  drudgery  ol 
their  daily  lives,  and  after  the  closing  hymns  and  prayers 
they  go  away  happier  for  an  evening  thus  spent.  A  tea 
party  and  entertainment  ended  the  work  of  the  season. 
At  Thanksgiving,  douations  of  turkeys,  vegetables  and 
oranges  were  distributed  among 'the  worthy  families.  The 
free  circulating  library  and  reading-room  have  been  kept 
open  during  ten  months  of  the  year,  and  a  librarian  paid 
by  the  committee  in  charge. 

The  record  just  given  shows  that  efforts  are  being  put 
forth  by  this  Association  to  help  fellow-beings  by  various 
means  and  ways — befriending  little  children  by  adminis- 
tering to  the  wants  of  mind  and  body  ;  bringing  young 
people  into  an  atmosphere  that  will  lift  them  above  the 
influences  into  which  their  daily  lives  are  thrown  ;  giving 
the  aged,  poor  and  afflicted  material  aids  and  Christian 
sympathy,  offering  books  and  knowledge  to  dispel  igno- 
rance, and  trying  to  lighten  burdened  hearts  by  kindness 
and  love.  May  the  efforts  of  the  past  only  be  a  prelude  to 
greater  desires,  greater  work,  greater  success  in  the  future.

Among  the  young  girls  attending  the  different  services 
of  the  Memorial  Chapel  are  some  of  more  thoughtful, 
earnest  minds  than  others. 

The  various  societies,  literary  and  musical,  have  not 
seemed  to  attract  them  as  the  more  religious  one  called  the 
"  Girls'  Friendly  Society." 

Its  motto,  "Bear  ye  one  another's  burdens,"  is  full  of 
suggestiveness  as  to  the  desire  and  feeling  of  those  entering 
the  Society,  and  the  few  ladies  volunteering  to  act  as 
working  associates  appreciate  the  convictions  of  any  girl 
taking  her  share  of  the  responsibilities 

To  help  others,  to  make  life's  burdens  easier  by  kind 
words  and  deeds  to  the  suffering,  to  try  and  speak  well 
instead  of  ill  of  their  companions,  are  some  of  the  Christian 
principles  the  members  try  and  practice. 

The  Society  numbers  between  fifty  and  sixty  members. 
The  lack  of  ladies  to  act  as  associates  at  the  weekly  meet- 
ings prevents  our  enlarging  our  work. 

To  pay  the  expenses  of  some  classes  in  cooking,  sewing 
and  embroidery,  we  appealed  to  St.  Mark's  congregation 
for  help.  The  concert  of  January  9th  at  the  Memorial 
Chapel  was  successful,  and  we  give  our  most  grateful 
thanks  to  those  who  so  kindly  tendered  their  services. 

We  shall  be  glad  to  have  visitors  at  our  weekly  Monday 
evening  meetings,  to  judge  of  this  branch  of  St.  Mark's 
work,  and,  by  their  kindly  cooperation  and  sympathy, 
help  to  carry  out  and  "  fulfil  the  law  of  Christ."

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GIRLS'  GUILD- 


Mrs.  Rylance,  President. 
Meets  Thursday  evenings  in  the  lecture-room.  Member- 
ship, 80.  The  Guild  is  composed  of  girls  over  16  years  old, 
who  meet  to  sew  for  the  New  York  Hospital,  and  other 
be  evolent  purposes.  During  the  evening  a  cup  of  coffee 
and  cake  are  served  to  the  members,  while  the  work  of 
sewing  is  enlivened  by  music  on  the  piano,  singing,  recital 
tion,  etc  Occasionally  the  members  and  their  friends  have 
an  evening  with  the  stereopticon,  a  very  valuable  one, 
largely  the  gift  of  one  gentleman,  being  the  property  of 
the  parish.  It  is  expected  soon  to  provide  teachers  of 
painting,  embroidering,  and  type-writing  for  the  Guild, 
making  it  both  an  evening  school  and  a  pleasant  social 
circle.  Some  of  the  girls  have  organized  to  visit  the 
hospital  on  Blackwell's  Island  and  other  institutions,  and 
the  stereopticon  has  been  used  in  Bellevue  Hospital  and 
wherever  it  could  be  of  pleasure  and  profit. 
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KNIGHTS  OF  TEMPERANCE- 


The  junior  branch  of  the  work  of  the  "Church  Tem- 
perance Society"  gathers  boys  over  fourteen  years  of  age 
into  companies  whose  watchwords  are,  "  Soberness,  Pu- 
rity and  Reverence,"  and  where  ritual,  regalia  and  drill 
are  used  as  means  to  attract  the  inierest  of  boys,  and  to 
provide  channels  for  the  teachings  which  the  Order  fur- 
ther provides  for. 

Such  a  company  was  formed  in  May  last,  with  eighteen 
boys,  and  now  numbers  nearly  fifty,  comprising  boys 
attending  the  Parish  and  Memorial  Chapel  Sunday  schools, 
and  some  from  the  adjacent  neighborhood,  not  yet  mem- 
bers of  either  department  of  our  Sunday-school  work. 

The  demeanor  and  habits  of  many  of  the  boys  have  been 
visibly  and  notably  improved  by  their  membership  of  this 
company. 

Suitable  officers  are  elected  by  the  boys  from  their  own 
number  three  times  a  year,  but  the  management  of  the 
company  is  in  the  hands  of  three  wardens,  appointed  by 
the  rector.  The  sympathies  and  practical  interest  of  the 
friends  of  the  boys  in  this  branch  of  church  work  is 
respectfully  asked  for.

GENERAL  REPORT. 

During  the  winter  of  188G-1887  the  Industrial  School 
held  21  meetings,  beginning  Nov.  27th,  1886,  ending  April 
30th,  1887.  During  that  time  the  scholars  made  for  them- 
selves 195  garments  and  54  handkerchiefs,  and  a  marked 
improvement  was  noticed  both  in  the  quality  and  quantity 
of  the  needle-work.  The  Roll  Book  of  the  school  contains 
the  names  of  20  teachers  and  112  scholars  and  shows  an 
average  attendance  of  12  teachers  and  75  scholars.  The 
committee  on  cutting  and  basting  he'd  16  meetings,  and 
the  ladies  composing  this  committee  have  kept  the  school 
fully  supplied  with  well  cut  and  thoroughly  basted  woik, 
through  the  winter.  The  school  began  its  work  on  the 
27th  of  Nov.,  1886,  with  $40  73  in  its  treasury.  Its  re- 
ceipts since  then,  from  subscriptions  and  donatioi  s, 
teachers'  mite  box,  and  sale  of  garments  amount  to  $54.26. 
Its  expenditures  for  material,  and  annual  festival  were 
$69.39.    Leaving  on  hand  May  1st,  1887,  $25.60.
